In ten years, 
it has been estimated, rubber fees 
now planted would yield approxi- 
mately 6,000,000,000 pounds of rubber 
a year.

from the mountains and attempted 
to incite the population to over 
throw the Kematist regime and re 
store the calipliate.

with rifles and flaunting a 
flag 


bearing a Koranic inscription, "This 
emblem conquers all," the rebels 
harangued, the-crowd on the evils 
of "the hdt'and the new alphabet.

correct. 


This prediction, based on records 


of soldiers of previous wars, 
has 


been made by Brigadier General 
Frank T. Hines, veterans adminis- 
trator, in estimating the great ex- 
penditures that will become neces- 
sary in future years to care for the 
ex-soldiers. 


"Basing our estimates upon the 


past 12 jears," he said, "the indi- 
cations are that by the end of the fis- 


ed $3,000,000,000 for relief, he add- 
ed. 


Explaining the necessity for plan-

his own land General Maurice Jan- 
in today gave the Associated Press 
a complete story of how the remains 
and relics of the imperial Russian 
family came into his possession, how 
those entrusted' -with them 
were 


shadowed by Russian revolutionists 
and 
how eventually they were 


brought safely out of the country. 


From his chateau at Serre Izard, 


near Mens, in the department of 


conimander-in-chief of the Czech and 
allied forces in Siberia during the 
World war, revealed the romance 
and intrigue which are told more 
fully in his forthcoming boob about 
the adventure. 


"The imperial Russian family," he 


wrote, "had disappeared at Ekater- 
inburg on the night of. July 16 or 17, 
1918. On July 25 anti-Bolshevik 
forces grouped around the 
Czech 


troops occupied that town. 


Pierre Gillard, former tutor of the 


-young Czarevitch, was there and 
with several others 
he began a 


search' of 'the vicinity to determine 
the fate of .the Romanoffs. An ex- 
amining magistrate named Serguief, 
who "was replaced several months 
afterward 'by Nicholas Sokoloff, was 
designated to carry the investigation 
through. 


"Little by little it was established 


who had- committed the assassina- 
tions and how they had done it.

SHAW, THE CRITIC 


George Bernard Shaw says \ve 


Americans like to be ridiculed. This 
statement was made by him in re- 
sponse to a request from The New 
York Times for his opinion of Sinclair 
Lewis' recent address at Stockholm, 
in which the Nobel prize winner at- 
tacked present literary standards in 
'America. 


Shaw states that Mr. Lewis said 


just the right thing in the right way 
against his own countrymen and that 
''to rouse their eager interest, their 
distinguished consideration and their 
undying devotion, all that is neces- 
sary is to hold them up to the ridicule 
of the rest of the universe. Dickens 
won. them to him forever by merciless 
projection of typical Americans as 
windbagp, swindlers and assassins. 
Mr. Sinclair Lewis 
has knocked 


Washington off his pede&tal and sub- 
stituted Babbitt. I myself have been 
particularly careful never to say a civ- 
il word to the United States. I have 
scoffed at their inhabitants as a na- 
tion of villagers. I have defined the 
100 per cent American as 99 per cent 
an idiot. And they just adore me, and 
will go on adoring me until I say 
something nice about them." 


At a banquet held recently in Lon- 


don Mr. Shaw and Professor Xinstein 
were introduced as two men possess- 
ing the outstanding mentalities of our 
time. The very shape of Mr. Shaw's 
head would indicate that he had un- 
usual brain cavities in his cranium 


; which might be the source of scintil- 


lating thoughts. It is suspected that 
his remarks on Lewis' speech may 
have emanated from the same bump 
that induced him to delve into the 
characteristics of one Gene Tunney 
with whom he sp_ent considerable time 


in an effort to solve that gentleman's 
standing among American literati. 


But one thing Mr. Shaw overlook- 


ed paying is that the United States is 
willing- to accept criticism from any 
source, profit by the sane there may 
be in it and smile at its irony. Amer- 
icans have not forgotten the definition 
of a critic made by one of Mr. Shaw's 
illustrious countrymen, and apparent- 
ly neither has Mr. Shaw: 


"Fear not to lie, 'twill seem a lucky 


hit; 


Shrink not from blasphemy, 'twill 


pass for wit ; 


Care not 
for feeling—pass your 


proper jest, 


And stand a critic, hated 
yet 


caress'd." 


MR. LA FOLLETTE'S PROBLEM 


Having criticized Governor Kohl- 


er's handling of state contracts with 
the claim that they were not pushed 
to their full capable extent to the re- 
lief of unemployment, Mr. LaFollette 
will naturally, we expect, be careful of 
his own handling of similar situations. 


Fortunately for him it appears that 


the state should undertake extensive 
building operations entirely aside from 
its usual road program. But unfortu- 
nately there is the constitutional pro- 
vision preventing the state from bor- 
rowing money. If the buildings are 
erected they must be paid for out of 
current taxes. And raising the tax 
rate is not a pleasant outlook to any 
governor, and particularly just now. 


According to the survey made by 


The Milwaukee Journal, many state 
institutions are in a bad state of dis- 
repair, new buildings are needed to re- 
place fire traps and other unfit struc- 
tures and new buildings are likewise 
needed to provide for the normal 
growth of institutional charges. 
To 


take care of the mere necessities pre- 
sented would make an extensive build- 
ing program of substantial assistance 
to the building trades which need the 
work, but at the same time a wise 
building program because the ~ state 
requires the buildings. 


Again are we confronted by an un- 


wise constitutional provision made at 
a time and by a generation which 
could not clearly visualize the prob- 
lems of 1930, the great number and 
. extent of necessary state properties 
and the crushing burden of taxation 
that might accumulate in one or two 
years did the/state merely do its duty 
by .the public. While Mr. LaFollette's 
administration could not profit from 
a provision amending this article be- 
cause two legislatures and a referen- 
dum are necessary to carry it through, 
it could start the amending machin- 
ery so that succeeding administrations 
may not be faced with such a dilem- 
ma. And while the argument against 
permitting the state to borrow money, 
"that we pay our bills as we go," 
sounds soft and good to the ear there 
was never one of more sophistic fla- 
vor. What individual expects to pay 
for his newly constructed home out of 
his earnings while it is being built? 
What industry erects great -additions 
and pays for them out of current in- 
come? The sound and legitimate as 
well as" usual method to be employed 
in such cases is to spread" the pay- 
ments over a period of years, fair alike 
to this generation and the next. Wis- 
consin could borroAV the money under 
present conditions at 4 per cent or 
less. There would be a scramble to get 
its bonds because it is not only an 
honest but a sound state populated by 
a sensible and industrious people.

CONSERVATIVE TREATMENT 


OF FOCAL INFECTION IN 


THE TONSILS 


The medical profession has been 


dealing with various infectious dis- 
eases (that is, diseases caused by 
nvasion of the tissues by germs, 
jut not necessarily communicable 
diseases) on the focal infection bas- 
s for 20 years or more, notably the 
arious manifestations of so-called 
'rheumatism," such as acute and 
chronic infectious arthritis Qoint in- 
lammatlon), endocarditis and valvu- 
ar heart disease, chorea (St. Vit- 
us" dance.) Notice I do not say the 
ocal infection theory. It is much 
more than a mere theory- It is a 
very practical fact. But that 'does 
not mean that doctors specialists 
are infallible. Many a tooth has 
)een sacrificed and many a tonsil 
removed in the" hope of bringing 
relief to some focal infection, with 
disappointing results. On" the hrppy 
other hand, many a cure has been 
obtained by the eradication of some 
lidden or latent focus of infection 
at the root of a tooth or in the 
crypt of a tonsil, perhaps a septic 
focus or nidus or nets of germs of 
-vhich the patient Tras unaware or 
not complaining. 


If we doctors were arbitrary and 


sometimes almost ruthless about re- 
moving infected teeth In the earlier 
years of the focal infection principle 
of practice, that was necessary to 
;et people into the right frame of 
mind about having such septic foci 
:leaned up. Today 
good 
doctors 


make no bones about it; they tell 
the patient frankly that It Is merely 
a guess that the infected tonsil or 
:he infected tooth or teeth harbor 
:he responsible source of the trouble 
and leave it to the patient to try 
his luck or not, as he likes. Sen- 
sible folk, having been carefully ex- 
amined by the doctor, are usually 
willing to take the chance on his ad- 
vice. If the results prove disappoint- 
ing, there are no hard feelings, for 
ertairily the doctor was honest with 
the patient. If the results prove 
gratifying, well everybody is satis- 
fied and the doctor approaches his 
next focal Infection case with a 
good healthy morale. I think many 
patients fail to appreciate how 
3 uch good It does the doctor to 
know that his advice has given sat- 
isfaction. Likewise tl-ey fail to rea- 
lize the benefit their good will or 


:ood word indirectly brings to other 
patients in similar plight. 


Even I get a kind of vicarious 


thrill of joy whenever I receive a 
letter from anybody telling how 
much good some doctor's advice or 
treatment has done. 


So far this is all sweet, and the 


medical brethren will be delighted. 
But now conies the mean part of it, 
which will exasperate some of the 
old -fossils, but if so, they had better 
snap out of it and learn more of 
modern methods. 


Not a few persons who 
suffer 


from, some chronic focal infection 
hesitate about submitting to tonsil- 
lectomy because of some complica- 
tion which renders the major opera- 
tion, cr the seiwal anesthetic, too 
i'«ky. Such persons shouli be give; 
the benefit of diathermy sterilijat-on 
oC tto Infected tor.si.s. Th's is at 
least a safe venture, e-.cn if it fa.! 
to do any good. I earnestly com 
mend this alternative treatment par 
tieulaily to those who have mfec 
tious arthritis coiiplicatevi by heart 
trouble, that is, if there is a focus 
of infection in the tonsils presum 
ably responsible for the arthritis or 
even for the heart trouble.

In his defeat the United States 


senate loses one of its best looking 
and most sartorially elegant mem- 
bers. McCoIloch looked more the 
part of a movie star than a senator 
—his profile will compare favorably 
with most any screen idol. 


And now that he's gone—for lie 


didn't return to serve in the short 
session—senators 
Heflin, Cutting, 


and "Young Bob" La Follettt are 
again co-holders of the unofficial 
title^ of best-dressed 
senator. Mc- 


Colloch ousted them when he came 
to Washington to take the seat of 
the late Senator Burton. 


If he had added spats to his ward- 


robe, he might have been known as 
the best-dressed man in congress. 
But he didn't, and so Speaker Long- 
worth clung to his title. 


Predecessors 


Incidentally, McCulloch was the 


fourth, senator within oner term to 
occupy' the_seat from Ohio. And cur- 
iously enough, he has retired anct 
the term is not yet completed. Bulk- 
ley, the democrat, who took his seat 
on December 1, will, finish the term 
in March, 1933. 


Frank B. Willis, after being re- 


elected in 1926, died the following 
year while campaigning for the pres- 
idency. Cyrus Locher was appointed 
to serve until the next general elec- 
tion. He died in August, 1929. 


Theodore Burton was elected in 


November, 1928, for the 
unexpired 


term ending m 193-3, but death 
claimed him almost before he had 
started. McCulloch was appointed to 
serve until the general election of 
this year, when he was defeated by 
Bulkley. 


"Senator McCulloch, however, had 


more to recommend him than the 
mere fact that he was handsome and 
wore his clothes well. 


Hard Worker 


Three terms in congress before he 


came to-the senate had won for him 
the reputation of being a man of 
intellect arrd a tireless worker. 


During1 his dajs as an undergradu- 


ate at Ohio State university 
and 


later when he studied law at West- 
ern Reserve, he was regarded as a 
deep student. In law school he was 
looked upon as being the most thor- 
ough and conscientious member of 
his class. ' 


He brought those qualities with 


him into public life. His friends say 
that perhaps his greatest fault is 
that he takes life too seriously. 


In Washington, both •fthile a mem- 


ber' of the house and as a senator, 
if he had any hobby outside his fam- 
ily, it was work and more of it. 


He didn't play golf. He was no 


sport enthusiast of any kind. He 
didn't even frequent clubs at leisure 
moments. 


Then there's the Scotch wife who

New York Senator Now in 


Position to Say "I Told 
You So"

Washington — It was in March, 


1928, that Senator Robert F. Wagner 
of New York first Introduced his 
three bills designed to meet the prob- 
lem of unemployment. There 
had 


been an unusual amount of Idleness 
In that winter and the country has 
heard a great deal about unemploy- 
ment since, but there Is still some 
<3oubt whether the three bills will 


gress expires In March, ^1931. 


At the outset Wagner's was a 


voice in the wilderness. 
No on 


paid much attention to him. Then 
the senate passed all three bills a 
its last session. The House passe 
the one providing for collection o 
unemployment statistics, but ther 
was a conspicuous failure to provid1 
any money for such collection. Th' 
house emasculated almost complete 
ly the Wagner bill to create an ad 
vance planning board to prepare fo 
unemployment 
emergencies 
an 


merely buried the third, which woulc 
give federal aid to state employ-men 
agency systems. 


Now, as congress talks about 


sums for emergency unemploymen 
relief, Wagner is in a position t< 
suggest that if the three bills ha< 
been passed two years ago the na 
tlon would have been able to mee 
its depression with facilities which 
would have been at least partiallj 
effective. 
He believes the remain 


ing two bills will be passed in thi 
session and that money will Be votec 
for collection of statistics, but he 
isn't sure and he says he can't ge 
it through his head why the program 
wasn't made into law long ago. 


Sees Prosperity Hope 


"I hope these bills may still help 


re-establish good times," 
Wagne' 


jsays. "Their wisdom has been in 
disputably proved by events of 
last year. I would prefer to be op 
timistic, but no one knows how bac 
.conditions are going to be this win 
ter. Iiast week in New York I saw 
a breadline where a priest' serves 
simple rations to the hungry. There 
were 5000 persons in that line on 
' Sunday afternoon. These things are 
so sickening that I knew when the 
people understand the - unemploy 
ment problem they will solve i 
promptly. 


"The .old theory that government 


should keep out of these things has 
been destroyed. If it does, the cap 
italistie system is going to be chal 
lenged—and I favor that system." 


Viewing conditions as they now 


exist, Wagner explained to the in 


' terviewer how his three measures 


dove-tailed, each one highly impor 
tant in itself. 


"The bill for statistics furnishes a 


barometer which will tell us when a 
depression is-threatened as well a: 
how serious it becomes and enables 
•us to put our advance planning ma- 
chinery for public works Into opera- 
tion.- 


Could Get Quick Start 


"With an. advance planning organ- 


ization we will bs all ready to start, 
with plans and specifications. 
It 


tisually takes sis or seven months or 
even a year to get a public construc- 
tion program under way, even in 
emergencies and during that time de- 
.pressions merely intensify. Public 
construction 
programs, begun at 


F ence, can. take up the slack during 


a period ii which private industry 
will have a cahnce to recover itself. 


"We seem to do most of our pub- 


lic works in periods of prosperity. 
Private industry makes its greatest 
expansion in such times and our 
public officials 
show exactly 
the 


same tendency. What we ought to 
do, as everyone agrees, Is to hold up 
public works for the recessions ex- 
cept those which are really neces- 
sary. 


"The third bill for a federal aid 


system of state 
employment ex- 


changes, would bring men to the 
available jobs and create an inter- 
state exchange of labor. Today one 
state is Ignorant of economic condi- 
tions in the others; it has no way 
of knowing 
The proposed system 


would function constantly, with a 
centralized bureau In touch with all 
states. 


"The least we can do Is to see 
taat when there are jobs to be had 
idle men capable of filling them can 
get them. Miss Frances I. Perkins, 
the New Tork state commissioner of 
labor, has been demonstrating how 
jobless men in one state cin be sent 
to vacant jobs in another. Because 
she feept in touch with the officials 
of labor in New Jersey, for instance, 
she was recently able to send 400 
men to a manufacturing industry in 
New Jersey which could use them.

Health is the foundation of all 


happiness. 
Upon it 
depends the 


mental, attitudes of the human be- 
ing who is striving to beep his place 
in this world. Those mental attitudes 
reflect themselves in the conduct, in 
every action. Every action modifies 
the thought and therefore the self. 
It is not possible to separate thought 
from action, mind from body. The 
health of each is dependent upon the 
other, is equally important. 


We are learning to guard the phys- 


ical health of the children a little 
better than we used to do. Public 
nursing, clinics, mothers' clubs, ear- 
nest physicians, enlightened boards 
of education, boards of health, all 
contribute to the education of the 
mothers and fathers so that our 
children are being -well cared for 
physically. 
But the mental Side 


of the child is not so well guarded. 
People do not know so much about 
that and a great deal of what they 
have heard is not as dependable as 
it might be. The new 
phrases— 


complexes, conditioned emotions, and 
the like belong- to the experts, not 
to everybody who chooses to be mod- 
ern. 
No child should be psycho- 


analyzed unless a highly qualified 
and responsible person attached to 
some approved hospital, orders it. 


The best way to keep our children 


mentally fit is to allow them to live 
simple, peaceful, happy lives. Eibier 
said than done, but it can be done, 
if we mean it shall be done. We can, 
far more of us than do, rear our 
children in the suburbs rather than 
the city. We can even get into the 
open country if we make a great- 
effort. That immediately removes a 
load from the child's mind-. Noise 
and flirt and over 
stimulation of 


many sorts are eliminated. 
Clean 


fresh air, a fine play place, healthy 
companionship, happier associations, 
become possible at least to a greater 
extent than in the crowded city. 


The family attitude is always in 


the control of the parents. If they 
decide that for the child's mental 
health the 
atmosphere shall 
be 


harmonious, that no ^Pickering, no 
scolding, no confusion is to be known 
in the home, the children will stand 
a good chance of being healthy mind- 
ed. If then the schedule of living for 
the children is set toward simplicity 
and: health activity,, if dress 
and 


food and entertainment are kept on 
the scale of living that fits into 
this idea of simplicity, they have a 
still better chance. 


When a child of nine announces 


in loud tones that he is going to the 
movies • tonight and makes a scene 
because he is told he cannot, wnen 
a child lapses into sulky gloom be- 
cause he 
feels himself 
neglected 


when he flies into 
rage because he 


fe_els thwarted, when he keeps put- 
ting his undisciplined self between 
happiness and- that self? his mental 
health has not been safeguarded and 
he is in danger of great unhappiness 
all his life. 


But when a child knows that his 


pleasures come along- in 
good sea- 


son, that no reasonable request will 
be refused, when he is adjusted to 
a healthy routine of wbrk and study 
and play, his mental health has been 
safeguarded, and his chances for 
success and happiness are far great- 
er than that of the disturbed child. 
Mental health is to he safeguarded 
with the same anxious 
care that 


physical health is getting today. It 
is just as much in danger of infec-. 
tion from unhealthy mind as the 
bodily health is from 
unhealthy 


bodies. Habits have just as positive 
on effect on mind as on body. Be 
careful and watchful and wise.

208,000 BADGER ACRES 


WILL BE-SOWN TO RYE 


Madison —(£"}— Wisconsin farm- 


ers will sow 208,000 acres of rye in 
1931, or 12,000 acres more than this 
year, Walter H. Ebling, agricultural 
statistician for the U. S. and Wis- 
consin departments of agriculture 
reported here today. 


The whiter wheat acreage for 


1931 is estimated at 44,000 acres, or 
approximately the same as this year. 
Winter wheat was 84 per cent of 
normal on Dec. 1 as compared with 
89 per cent a year ago, Mr. Ebling 
said. Trempealeau, Calumet, Manito- 
woe and Kewaunee counties are the^ 
largest producers of winter wheat in 
Wisconsin. 


Growth of rye after seeding this 


year was slow and the condition of 
the crop is not as good as a year 
ago, the statistician said. On Dec. 
1 rye was 86 per cent of normal as 
compared with 90 per cent a year 
ago. Wisconsin's leading rye coun- 
ties are Marquette, Adams, Port- 
age and Waushara. 


"Neither winter wheat 
nor rye 


are as popular in Wisconsin as they 
were in former years," Mr. Ebling 
said. "The acreage of winter wheat 
in the last few years has been the 
smallest in the history of Wisconsin. 
Forty years ago the state grew more 
than ten tunes as much ' winter 
wheat as it is now growing1. The 
rye acreage In late years has also 
been very small, being at its low 
point in 1928.
